FEDERALS CLAS

Advance Guard of Vega's 
Army Attacks Outposts, 
Excitement at Tia Juana Be- 
cause of Uncertainty.

Priate advices received in San Diego 
this morning told of the departure of 
the Mexican troops from Ensenada 
Friday of last week, and it was fru- 
mored persistently today that the 
vanguard of the force had reached a 
point about twelve miles from Tia 
Juana. It was also stated that the 
Mexican gunboat Guerrero had ar- 
rived off the point of Rocks, about fif- 
teen miles from Tia Juana, with a 
force of a hundred men, all of whom 
were landed. 

Gov. Vega and his force of 500 men 
or more reached the Dupee ranch at 
Carrizo at 12:30 p.m. and the fight 
occurred two hours later. The ad- 
vance guard of the Federals withdrew 
to their main camp and the insurgents 
retired to Tia Juana, where they ar- 
rived this evening, bringing with thm 
the horses of the two Federals killed.

The only member of the Du Pont 
family mentioned in the suit who 
is not found to be violating the law 
is Henry A. Du Pont, United States 
Senator from Delaware. The court 
found that in June, 1906, a year 
before sult was begun, he resigned all 
his official positions in the companies 
and has had neither real nor nominal 
connection with their management 
since. 

HSTORY 18 INVESTIGATED. 

The decision written by Judge W. 
M. Lanning and concurred in by 
Judges George Gray and Joseph 
Buffington, goes into the history of 
interstate commerce in gunpowder 
explosives back as far as 1872, when, 
the government charged, the firat 
trade agreement of manufacturers was 
entered into. 
It finds that when the suit was be- 
gun’ the Du Pont company, organized 
in 1902, controlled in the United 
States the trade as follows: 

Black blasting powder, 64 per cent. 
Petre blasting powder, 72 per cent. 
Dynamite, 72 per cent. 

Black sporting powder, 72 per cent. 
Smokeless sporting powder, 64 per 
cent. 

Smokeless military and ordnance 
powder, exclusive of what the United 
States government itself made, 100 
per cent. 

The court also finds that the Du 
Pont Company of 1903 and the Hast- 
ern Dynamite Company, controlled by 
the Du Ponts, had acquired control of 
sixty-four corporations, between April, 
1904, and September, 1907, and caused 
them to be dissolved. It then dis- 
cusses whether the combination found 
to exist is obnoxious to the provisions 
of the anti-trust act. 

CITES RECENT DECISIONS. 
Citing the recent decisions in the 
Standard Ol! and Tobacco cases, in- 
terpreting the Sherman act, the court 
comes to this conclusion: 

“It matters not whether the com- 
bination be tn the form of a trade 
association or a corporation, if it 
arbitrarily uses its power to force 
weaker competitors out of business or 
to coerce them into a sale or union 
with the combfnation, it puts a re- 
straint upon interstate commerce and 
monopolizes, or attempts to monopo- 
lize a part of that commerce in a 
sense that violates the anti-trust act.”

FOR SELF-PROTECTION.

Lissner made no ebjection 
to this programme, though he did not 
offer this evidence without its demand 
by Alan I. Warren. 

Warren and Warner presented the 
principal arguments against the light 
rates. In effect, they charged that 
the Lissner board had been too liberal 
with its methods of fixing plant values 
and had added, without the report 
of the experts as a basis, $1,000,000 to 
the Edison's company’s valuation to 
cover “extraordinary expenses in the 
past.” This they argued added $70.- 
000 to the charge on the rate payers 
during the year. 

They also criticised the items of 
valuation and expense reported by the 
Lissner board, particularly the allow- 
ance of $676,000 for operating the Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Company's 
electric department, valued at $2,700,- 
000, while they allowed only $644,000 
for the expenses of the Edison com- 
pany with a plant value of $6,466,000, 

INCONSISTENCIES. 

Their arguments bristled with fig- 
ures showing inconsistencies. Among 
tad things that Warren asserted are 
these: 


“They bring a gentleman named 
Hoxie from New York and a gcentle- 
man named Durand from Stanford 
University and they together, with Mr. 
Seattergood of Pasadena and 
Comstock of Los Angeles, fixed t 
rates, and I am informed that the only 
Los Angeles member of the corps of 
engineers refused to be responsible for 
the report, although it ts stated by the 
Board of Public Utilities in their com- 
munication received by the Mayor on 
May 27, that they enclosed herewith a 
copy of the report of the engineers, re- 
ferred to herein.” 

“Last year C. W. Koiner of Pasa- 
dena was employed by the board as 
an expert electrical engineer — the 
rates were reduced. Mr. Koiner its still 
in Pasadena. He is making the lit- 
tle steam plant of that progressive 
municipality pay 11 per cent. on its 
investment, and, Mr. President, and 
gentlemen, he does that on a 
cent rate. Mr. Koiner believes in 
municipal ownership and operation 
of electric lighting plants. He be- 
lieves that privately-controlled cor- 
porations are entitled to a fair re- 
turn on their investments.

MEN AND THINGS 
ACROSS THE SEA. 


Guinea pigs, whose chief use in the past 

has been for medical experiments, are to be 
used for mowing machines at Kent, Eng- 
land. The Kent Golf Club has turned loose 
upon its lawn a number of guinea pigs 
waich at once attack all the worst weeds— 
the plantains first, then the dandelions and 
daisies. These broad-leaved plants, which 
no mowing machine will touch, are killed 
by ae persistent cutting of the guinea pigs’ 
teeth. 
When they have finished the weeds, 
which are broad-leaved and succulent, they 
proceed to the grass. In a short time the 
lawn looks as if it had been cut by the clos 
est machine. No harm is done to the grass 
nor to the animals themselves, as they ap- 
pear to be healthier than under any other 
treatment. aX 

The excavations under the Mesque of 
Omar at Jerusalem appear to have result- 
ed in important finds of an historical char- 
acter, A London statement which sounds 
authoritative says the object of the excava- 
tions was to discover the burial place of 
David and Solomon. In tunneling under 
the Hill of Ephel the expedition discovered 
a number of natural caves in which were 


was taken by King David, and were proba- 
bly of the date of 3000 B.C. There were in- 
dications that the bodies had merely been 
laid on their rock siabs without any cover 
Ing except a few stones. This was probably 
one of the earliest forms of burial discov- 
ered. In an adjoining cavern the excavat- 
ors found Jebuzite pottery of the same pe- 
riod, which gave evidence of a very high 
state of civilization, quite equal to that of 
the Israelites of perhaps 2000 years later. 

At a lower level the aiggers came across 
rock-cut chambers, with regular niches, evi- 
dently intended for the reception of corpses. 
Investigation showed that these houses of 
the dead had, at a later period, been used 
by the Israelites as dwelling places, marks 
of fires and quantities of charcoal 
found. Some Israelitish lamps were also 
found in the niches. 

‘Those discoveries should prove of the 
highest scientific interest, as, although 
there has been long and diligent 
these are the first Jebuzite remains ever 
found in the Holy City. It is proposed to 
resume the work on August 1 next at the 
point where it was left at Baster.

He insti- 
tuted the trooping of the colors for the pur- 
pose of discovering which of the officers 
had failed to recover from the effects of the 
drunkenness and orgies of the night before. 
As one of the features of the pageant re- 
quires each officer to march very slowly 
and separately directly to his post, the least 
irregularity of gait could be easily detected. 

While the necessity for this test no long- 
er exists, the parade continues in the form 
established by “The Butcher” Duke, and in- 
variably takes place in connection with the 
official celebration of the birthday of the 
sovereign.

Sword for the Confederacy.

IFTY years ago today Gen. Al- 
bert Bidney Johnston, 
commander of the military <dis- 

trict in California, was on his way 

across the continent from the Pacific 

Coast to. Texas to offer his sword to 

the Cenfederate government. 

His course of action, though but the 
game as that of many other officers, 
is notable because of his own prom- 
inence, both in the United States 
army and iater as a general of the 
Confederacy. It was that of a man 
of high, ideals, the true “officer and 
gentieman,” ‘who had -wrestied hard 
to reconcile his military duty with 
that he believed he owed his State. 

Born and bred in the South, Gen. 
Johaston shared the strong southern 
opinions of the time regarding slav- 
ery and State's rights, and considered 
that his primary allegiance was to 
the State of Texas, which he had made 
his. by adoption. 

When, therefore, there came to San 
Francisco the news that Texas had 
seceded from the Union and had 
joined the Confederacy he felt that he 
could no longer hold his commission 
under the United States and at once 
wrote his resignation. 

He still hoped, however, that war 
might be averted, and it was not un- 
til he learned both of the acceptance 
of his resignation and of the firing on 
Sumter, news that took more than a 
month to come to him, that he pre- 
pared to leave California and join the 
Confederate army. 

As Department Commander. 

Gen. Johnston had taken command 
of the De ent of California about 
the middie of January, when the se- 
cession movement was already well 
under way, and the months during 
which he held position saw its rapid 
development. 

Although the majority of Califor- 
nians were hostile to , there 
were many southerners in the State, 
and with the large element of restiess 
and revolutionary men on the Coast, 
it was quite possible that, if they 
imagined they could have the assist- 
ance, or even the tacit approval of 
the military commander, they would 
make an effort to take the State out 
of the Union and set up a Pacific re- 
public. 

But Gen. Johnston was not a man 
to tamper with. One friend of his 
was asked to sound him as to his 
willingness to co-operate in such an 
attempt, but when the time came to 
ask the question he dared not do it, 
knowing too well what would be his 


reception. 

“He told me of his own accord,” 
said this friend, “that as long as he 
held his commission he would main- 
tain the authority of the United 
States to the last extremity, and we 
knew he would do it.” 

Informed by Republicans of the 
plot, Gen. Johnston quietly proceed- 
ed to remove several thousand stands 
eof arms from the arsenal at Beni- 


Ma, where they were exposed to cap-. 


ture, and place them in Alcatraz, the 

island fortress commanding San Fran- 

which was virtually im- 

pregnable. He then notified the 

Governor, John G. Downey, that these 

arms were at the disposal of the 

State militia to suppress any  out- 

break or uprising, and took other 

measures to insure peace. 

His resignation he had sent April 
10 by pony express to Washington, 
where it did not arrive until May— 
for the railroad, like the telegraph, 
had not yet penetrated to the Pa- 
cific—but, because he feared the news 
of itt might produce harmful results in 
California, he kept his action and 
oes a profound secret until re- 

eved in his command. 

Gen. E. V. Sumner had sailed se- 
eretly from New York April 1, with 
orders to supersede Johnston, and ar- 
rived at San Francisco on the 24th. 
The following day Gen. Johnston, 
very thankful to see .his successor, 
turned over to him the department in- 
tact, and a day or two later set out 
for Los Angeles. 

Declined. 

At Los Angeles, where he had rela- 
tives and friends, and where he had 
hoped to retire in peace; Gen. John- 
ston remained for more than a month, 
until the news that war had begun 
persuaded him that he was needed in 
the South. 

“If you sympathize with either 
side,“*he said to those who asked him 
for advice, “and feel the call of duty 
to take part in a sectional war, go 
home@ and fight there if necessary. 
Here there should be peace.”
